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Harrow.— Two most interesting lectures have taken place lately. 
Mr. Olive’s address on “ Loss of sympathy between parents and children’’ 
interested the Branch keenly, and after the lecture, everyone present begged 
him to have it printed as a leaflet for distribution, but he has not been able 
to consent to this.

We can learn nothing without taking on 
trust. Moral practice must precede moral philosophy — and moral practice 
begins by reverence for authority. Reverence is the representation to 
oneself of a worth before which self-love falls.— Another address was 
given on March 14th, by Mr. J. H. Raundrup, on the “Teaching of 
Geography ” After an amusing description of the old-fashioned teaching 
of geography, Mr. Raundrup gave an interesting and detailed account of 
a method of teaching based upon answers to the question. Why ? 

In geography the teacher must be the questioner more than the informant, 
and must make his pupils think for themselves, and make deductions from 
a very few facts.
